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Work to 
resurface 
roads is 
underway 

WORK to resurface dozens 
of roads in Wyre Forest as 
part of a £3.8 million 
improvement scheme aimed 
at reducing the number of 
potholes is getting under 
way. 

Around 350 routes in 
Worcestershire are being 
repaired in the programme 
of surface dressing work 
being carried out by the 
county council. 

Crews have already resur¬ 
faced roads in Evesham and 
Pershore and will now being 
travelling around Wyre 
Forest during the next few 
weeks. 

Streets will include 
Worcester Road, Sutton 
Road and Chester Road 
South in Kidderminster and 
Minster Road in Stourport. 

Transport bosses say 
surface dressing can cut the 
number of potholes forming 
in the future. 

They say the process is 
quick, cheaper than other 
methods of repair and helps 
to keep traffic disruption to 
a minimum. 

Surfaces are treated by a 
coating of bitumen before 
ayers of stone chipping are 
added for skid resistance. 

Cabinet member for high¬ 
ways and transport Council¬ 
lor John Smith said: “This 
type of improvement allows 
us to catch roads half way 
through their life-span 
meaning they will last 
longer. It’s good news for 
those using the roads.” 

Staff defy

later in hospital. Her 
husband Craig was critically 
injured in the crash. 

Their families said the 
couples had spent many 
happy hours together. 

Mr Morris and Miss 
Stanley leave two children, 
three-year-old Ella Morris 
and six-year-old Wyatt 
Stanley, who was Miss 
Stanley’s son from a previ¬ 
ous relationship. 

She had worked as a carer 
while Mr Morris worked as 
an electrician for Powertest, 
which took him all over the 
country. 

Loving 

In a statement her family 
said: “Elizabeth was a 
bubbly girl and a loving 
daughter. Her life was dedi¬ 
cated to her children and she 
and Luke loved spending 
days out with them. 

“They also spent many 
happy hours with Becky and 
Craig. She was always doing 
something different, willing 
to give anything a try. 

“She loved to sing and had 
a beautiful voice. She also 
loved animals, particularly 
her two dogs.” 

The family of Mr Morris 
and Mrs Townsend said: 
“Luke and Becky leave 
behind an extended family 
and many friends who, along 
with their parents and step 
parents, are devastated by 
what’s happened.

“Luke and Becky were 
inseparable from an early 
age. They were always there 
for each other. We are all 
very proud of them; nobody 
had a bad word to say about 
either of them. 

“Both went to St Ambrose 
Catholic Primary School 
before moving on to 
Wolverly CE Secondary 
School. They loved animals 
and of course were dedicated 
to their children, who they 
loved dearly.”

£2,000 is 
on offer in 
hate probe 

THUGS killed a family’s pet 
rabbit as part of a terrifying- 
hate campaign. 

The family, of Tomkinson 
Drive and nearby Lister 
Road, Sutton Park, Kidder¬ 
minster, have been subjected 
to a campaign of abuse, say 
the police. 

A reward of £2,000 has ben 
offered to track down the 
people responsible. 

Racist signs have been 
placed outside the family’s 
properties, paint has been 
splattered over their homes, 
and chemicals poured over 
cars. 

A rabbit was found dead 
on May 29 and another 
racially offensive sign 
appeared in an alleyway 
near the same property. 

The abuse has been going 
on for 18 months. A police 
spokesman said: “These des¬ 
picable offences amount to a 
hate campaign with no 
regard for the victims and 
their families, and that 
includes young children.”

When horses were

A DOG may be considered 
man’s best friend but 
history, it can be argued, 
was written on the back of 
the horse! 

Humans and horses, have, 
throughout the centuries, been 
inextricably linked and the horse 
has had a far greater affect upon the 
course of human development than 
any other animal. 

They carried soldiers into war, 
were messengers relaying post 
from town to town, ploughed the 
soil, moved goods and people and, 
without the horse, the Industrial 
Revolution might very well have 
spluttered to a halt! 

Horses were the engines of the 
1900s and horsepower drove 
forward the economic might of the 
Black Country. They were used as

draught animals to haul narrow 
boats loaded with goods on the 
canals, drag heavy coal carts and 
pull trams, carriages, milk floats, 
delivery wagons and fire engines. 

Shire horses and Clydesdales 
were the ‘front wheel’ drive articu¬ 
lated lorries of the 20th century! 

Half leg ponies, (those that stood 
around 14 to 15 hands high) were 
used as cart horses, boat horses, 
bank horses and in some areas pit 
ponies. Bank horses (known as 
bonk ’osses) would stay at the base 
of the hill all day in readiness to 


haul heavy cargo to the top of the 
hill - for a modest fee! 

The tip cart was widely used in 
those days delivering sand, steel, 
coal and limestone. 

Diane Easthope, horse-handler 
at Black Country Living Museum 
said: “One horse had to pull up to 
3ton of weight. Tip cart’s had to be 
loaded carefully - if the weight was 
too far back it could lift the horse 
off the ground. If it was too far 
forward it could push the horse 
over.” 

Horse drawn canal boats were 
used on the waterways of the Black 
Country. These were long distance 
journeys and all the family would 
be on board. 

It was very important horse and 
a good one would cost around £25 to 
£30 and was often considered more 
important than the children!

“While we would appeal to anyone who 
has any information about these thefts to 
contact us, we would also urge people not to 


leave tools in their vehicles overnight. 

“It can often be easy for criminals to spot 
vehicles belonging to people who work in a 
trade, especially if items like overalls, build¬ 
ing materials or tools are left lying in 
footwells or on passenger seats.” 

The spokesman added: “To ensure your 
vehicle doesn’t become a target for thieves, 
make it clear that your vehicle has nothing 
inside worth stealing.” 

The spokesman said people could print a 
notice saying “Stop - All Valuables Have 


Been Removed” and display it in their 
vehicle.

bill for 
new bins 

FAMILIES had to fork out 
£12,783 on hundreds of bins 
to replace ones stolen or 
damaged by vandals over six 
months. 

Residents in Walsall paid 
for 691 replacement bins 
between the autumn and 
spring at a cost of £18.50 
each. 

But the figure is down by 
more than 25 per cent over 
the same period the previous 
year. 

Measures have been intro¬ 
duced to cut vandalism, 
including firefighters going 
on bike patrols after a spate 
of arson attacks involving 
rubbish. 

Walsall Council environ¬ 
ment boss Councillor Tom 
Ansell said: “We are pleased 
there has not been as many 
cases of bins having to be 
replaced.” 

Residents had to fork out 
£12,783 for the replacement 
bins between November 1, 
2011, and April 1, 2012, 
although there were 928 
which had to be replaced 
over the same period 12 
months previously. 

The charge had been in 
force since 2001 and was ini¬ 
tially £16.50. However, it 
increased to £18.50 as part 
of the council’s 2007/08 
budget.

Detailed plans for 41 homes on the 
hospital site, off Olive Grove, have 
been lodged. 

Work could get under way on the 
scheme in September if the proposals 
by developers Taylor Wimpey are 
given the go-ahead. They want to 
demolish the main hospital block and 
build two, three and four bedroom 
properties. 

A former lodge will be converted 
into apartments. 

The plans went on display at a con¬ 
sultation event at the Brinton Arms 
in Bewdley Road in April. 

Original 

David James, of design firm Barton 
Willmore, says in the planning docu¬ 
ments: “A small monument has been 
designed, retaining the plaque from 
the original building, which will be 
displayed on site.” 

Some nearby residents have been 
concerned that some new houses 
would be too close to existing homes. 

Changes have now been to the 
boundary of the development and 
extra car parking spaces have also 
been added. 

The former maternity hospital, 
named after the wife of Bewdley-born 
Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin, 
closed in 2004. 

The plans have been submitted to 
Wyre Forest District Council and will 
be considered in the next two months 
by councillors on the planning com¬ 
mittee.

Glass centre ready soon 


A £2.1 million centre for the 
arts being built in part of a 
factory will be open to the 
public in August, it has been 
revealed. 

The former glasshouse, which was 
part of the Royal Doulton factory, is 
being transformed into the venue for 
training, arts exhibitions and events. 

The work on the site of the Ruskin 
Glass Centre, Amblecote, has been 
funded by the Heritage Lottery Fund 
and the Arts Council. 

It will be for exhibitions and appren¬ 
ticeships for glassmaking and will also 
be also for art exhibitions and events. 

An auditorium with seating for 400 
people will be built and the existing 


Lehr theatre will be refurbished to 
cater for an audience of 80 visitors as 
well as having improved sound and 
lighting equipment. 

The exterior will be refurbished 
including new windows and doors. The 
glasshouse’s insulation will also be 
improved to ensure all year round use. 

Home 

It is the second phase of the 
Glasshouse Redevelopment Project 
and follows the revamp of some of the 
old factory buildings to create the 
Ruskin Glass Centre. 

The work cost £1.5m and was com¬ 
peted a year ago with funding from 
Advantage West Midlands. 

The centre is home to 14 small busi¬ 
nesses and has been visited by thou¬ 


sands of people since it opened. Ruskin 
Glass Centre manager Leigh White 
said: “It’s a great opportunity for us 
and the local community. 

“It’s great to see things getting up 
and running, first with the glass centre 
and now moving forward with this 
multi-use facility, especially in these 
tough economic times.” 

Plans aire also being drawn up for the 
third and final phase of the scheme, 
which will see most of the remaining 
semi-derelict commercial buildings 
refurbished to create more workshop 
space for the glass centre and a new 
site reception. 

Applications to fund the final phase 
will be made to the European Regional 
Development Fund and the Heritage 
Lottery Fund.

NEAR-DEATH experiences, 
romance and heartbreak, 
spies and humour - it’s all in a 
West Midland woman’s 
account of her mother’s life 
on the home front in Worces¬ 
tershire during the Second 
World War. 

Pamela Wheeler was just 15 when 
war was declared by Prime Minister 
Neville Chamberlain. 

Chillingly, her father loaded three 
bullets into his First World War 
revolver, pledging that if the Germans 
came he would shoot her, her mother 
and himself. 

The family drama happened at the 
Woodman Hotel in Clent, near Stour¬ 
bridge, which was then kept by 
Pamela’s parents, Sidney and Marie 
Wheeler. 

Now 87 and living in Worcester 
Road, Bromsgrove, Pamela - whose 
surname is now Moore - recounted her 
memories to her daughter, Cherryl 
Vines, of Stourbridge, for a 128-page 
book. 

It all started when Mrs Vines, aged 
64, of Bridle Road, Wollaston, who 
used to own Wallflowers interior 
design business in Blakedown, near 
Kidderminster, took her mother back 
to the former Woodman Hotel, now 
called the French Hen, in Bromsgrove 
Road, Clent. 

Accident 

“As we walked across the car park 
she said ‘this is where I saw David for 
the last time’,” said Mrs Vines, who 
has now written Pamela’s War, the 
moving account of her mother’s 
wartime experiences. 

“David was an older boy, aged about 
24, who she had fallen for at 17 after a 
kiss on the car park and he fell in love 
with her. 

“But he was a pilot and was killed in 
a Spitfire accident. She wasn’t allowed 
to mourn. 

“I thought I must write all this down 
and got a dictating machine and 
started talking to my mother about her 
life. I suddenly realised I’d got a book. ” 

When war broke out “aliens” such as 
Italians and Germans were being 
imprisoned and Pamela’s father recog¬ 


nised the accent of a man who had 
come to the bar. 

Mr Wheeler sent his daughter on a 
spying mission, following a group of 
customers to the house where they 
were living on the pretext of buying 
vegetables for the hotel. They turned 
out to be Germans. Mr Wheeler then 
reported them to police and they were 
all arrested. 

Sadly the business failed and Pamela 
and her parents moved to a flat at Five 


Ways in Edgbaston. It took a direct hit 
in an air raid, but luckily everyone sur¬ 
vived. 

Pamela later worked in the Women’s 
Land Army in Broome, near Hagley. 
She met and married John Fellows and 
gave birth to her first child, Christine, 
in 1945. 

History Press has published Mrs 
Vines’s book, Pamela’s War. It is avail¬ 
able at branches of Waterstones and on 
the internet.
